(iriiu. mills control officer of Lower 
Merion Township, was the speaker. 

Dr. (irim reviewed the conditions in 
the suburbs twenty years ago. when 
epidemics of all kinds were caused by 
poorly handled milk, when tubercular 
cattle were found everywhere, and 
when no standards were set up. 

A set of rules were created at that 
time, but failed to keep in tune with 
changing times. Ten years ago the 
need was seen for more comprehensive 
measures. The present milk control 
code and the inspection of five com- 
tained by the co-operation of five com- 
munities is the result. 

When a survey was made a decade 
ago the conditions under which milk 
was produced and distributed were 
frightful, the speaker said. Dirt and 
diseases were everywhere. One Lower 
Merion herd was found to consist of 
over 8(J per cent, tubercular cows. A

nues. The car, a Packard coupe, had 
been stolen shortly after 7 o'clock from 
in front of the home of its owner, John 
Langdon Jones, 60 1 2 Ridge Avenue, 
Roxborough. 

One of the bandits, who was de- 
scribed as well dressed, from 30 to 35 
years of age and about five feet seven 
inches in height, poked a gun through 
the cashier's cage and said, "Hand 
over the money and make it snappy." 
The cashier. O'Keefe, said, "Where 
do you want it?" "Out the hack door," 
was the retort. The other bandit, who 
was described as shabbily dressed and 
having a prominent nose, took the 
money out of the rear door of the 
cashier's cage and the two men fled 
to their machine and were last seen 
heading down Bala Avenue towards 
City Line. 

The holdup, occurring shortly after 
the start of the second performance 
at the theatre, was not witnessed by 
anyone on the street.

"The Saint" by Conrad l : erdhiand Meyer 
(Simon and Schuster, $2.00). 
"Der Heilige" was written fifty years 
ago by the Swiss novelist and poet, 
Conrad Meyer. The first English 
translation has long been out of print, 
so that in America this excellent 
romance of Thomas a Becket is little 
known. Dr. Edward Franklin Nauch's 
new translation, published last summer, 
reinstates the charming tale, and it is 
quickly finding many readers. __ They 
enjov it most who are fond of English 
history, yet not so fond as, habitually 
and uncompromisingly, to take their 
history straight. 

"The Saint" seems to this reviewer 
an ideal historical novel. It is, in the 
first place, a short historical novel. 
Brevity is seldom a characteristic of the 
genre. Here, however, is a subject 
fairlv enclosed— the struggle of 
Thomas, Archbishop of Canterbury, 
with llenrv II, of England, in the de- 
cade 1162-1172. Of this material, Con- 
rad Meyer has made a winter's tale, 
recounted at a fireside in Zurich during 
just one evening. John the Crossbow- 
man, who was long in the service of 
King Henry II. tells the story. He 
knows it well, having witnessed all its 
chief events, having dwelt near to both 
protagonists in the days when Becket 
was Henry's chancellor. 

Grace of telling quickens old scenes 
into life again, and about the reader 
sifts delicately a light of other days. 
Gradually we seem to understand these 
unhappy" men of long ago. With high 
seriousness and true insight, the 
novelist portrays the king, his four 
sons, and the Archbishop. At the end 
we feel that we know these six men. 
No others of importance enter John 
the Crosshowman's story. John, too, 
we finally know well, and we deeply 
pity the poor fellow, who though but a 
minor actor in the tragedy, shares with 
the king a sense of guilt for the murder 
of the Archbishop. The Crossbow- 
man's mood of shuddering regret, en- 
veloping the- story lightly at first, 
lowers thickly when the dirge-like end 
is near. So, real sorrow reaches from 
book to reader, and regret for_ an his- 
toric wrong is, for the hour, imposed 
on this twentieth century. Such shar- 
ing seems right. 

The violence of the struggle, that 
ended with the death of the Arch- 
bishop, must be explained, the novelist 
seems to have thought. So, giving rein 
to imagination, he has inserted into the 
first part of the hook the story of the 
girl, Gratia, dwelling in a Moorish 
castle set at the edge of an English 



forest. It is her death that, according 
to Meyer, embitters Thomas a Becket 
and motivates his opposition to the 
king. The Moorish influence which is 
represented as subtly working within 
the chancellor is an interesting fancy. 
The great scenes are depicted with 
clarity and power. Thomas Mann in 
writing the foreword to "The Saint," 
has used the expressions which best 
describe Meyer's art— "plastic achieve- 
ment," containing "literary sculptures 
which are precious treasures of Ger- 
man epic prose." The fullness of this 
beauty is preserved in the fine sym- 
pathetic translation.

"The Ft* he nit en's Saint," l>n Sir 
Wilfred ThomustoH Grenfell. (Churlcs 
Serihner's Sons, $1.00.) 

When, recently, we heard of the 
publication of Dr. Grenfell's essay, 
"The Fishermen's Saint," we thought, 
"but that is Dr. Grenfell, himself." 
Since, for forty years, he has labored 
among fisher folk, he is their own, 
certainly. Moreover, he has worked 
with an ardor, a courage, a spirit of _ 
self-abnegation that seem the attributes ; *■'• 
of one more than human. 

But no, it is not of himself that he 
writes. St. Andrew is his subject, and 
a happier one could not have been 
chosen for this, the Rectorial Address 
delivered by the Labrador doctor to 
the students of St. Andrew's Univer- 
sity in Scotland. 

The address, given November, 1929, 
has just been cast into book form. A 
slim green volume, it is so attractive 
in format, so truly fine in content 
that we prophesy for it extreme popu- 
larity among Christmas shoppers. Its 
high seriousness, good humor and un- 
derlying mood of adventure are in 
harmony with the Christmas spirit. 

Dr. Grenfell cites, as salient quali- 
ties of the Saint, impulsiveness, gener- 
osity, loyalty, a tendency toward self- 
effacement, bodily strength and capa- 
bility. In the essay these characteris- 
tics become points of departure for 
a consideration of modern life and of 
the equipment it requires. "To me," 
writes Dr. Grenfell, "the joy of life is 
the measure of its force, and achieve- 
ment the measure of its joy." And 
elsewhere, "The world of germs is 
revealed by miscroscopes, of stars by 
telescopes, of electrons, protons and 
endless sound and light rays by still 
more elaborate methods. But the abil- 
ity to appreciate the simple statement, 
'Behold the Lamb of God!' still, as 
ever, has to come of character." 

These are thrilling utterances when 
one apprehends them as the conclu- 
sions of a man whose life is truly a 
success, a man. who is. at once, seer, 
scientist, and active missionary.

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Sergeant Vander Veur Has 
French and Dutch Ancestry 

The fijth of a scries of articles to 
introduce the members of Lower 
Marion's splendid police force to our 
readers.

Sergeant George Vander Veur, who , 
is rounding out his twenty-first year j 
as a member of the Lower Mcrion 
Police Department, lias an interesting 
ancestry as one might infer from his 
name. 

The family was originally French, 
and one zealous student of genealogy 
in the family in recent years has traced 
it back as far as 1600. The French 
strain is accounted for by the Veur 
in the Sergeant's name. Then along 
came the French Revolution and the 
familv like many others at that time, 
left France and settled in Holland. 
And that is how the Vander came to 
be incorporated in the name. The 
sergeant's father settled in this country 
about fifty or sixty years ago. 

Born in Xew York on September 1, 
1887, Vander Veur came to Philadel- 
phia with his family at th<: age of five. 
He went to school !:'. Mt. Airy, but 
not being academically inclined, left it 
when fifteen and went to work. Young 
Vander Veur must have liked his first 
job, which was in a greenhouse, pretty 
well as he had to walk five miles to 
work every day. 

For seven years Vander Veur worked 
as a florist, being employed for a few 
years on the estate of Percival Roberts, 
jr.. Pemi Valley, and also for a short 
time by T. \V. Brown, of Villanova. 
The experience be gained in those days 
still stands him in good stead as he 
has a small flower garden at his home 
on State Road, Gladwyne. 

Vander Veur was appointed a mem- 
ber of the Township Police Depart- 
ment on April 4, 1909, and was made 
a sergeant on September 1, 1925. 

By stretching the point of age a bit 
Vander Veur enlisted in the Pennsyl- 
vania National Guard when 18 and 
served for two three-year enlistment 
periods. He received an honorable dis- 
charge with the rank of quartermaster 
sergeant in 1912. 

Sergeant Vander Veur is married 
and has two sons, George 18, and Roy 
17, who attend Lower Mcrion High 
School.

That trip and a return visit made

One of the pleasant parts of that j 
trip was the tour through movie 
studios, with luncheon at one of them \ 
as an interesting feature. 

In addition to her playing. Miss Alt-- | 
Lean coaches the Kosemont College, 
hockey team, and three days a week j 
coaches at the University of Pennsyl- 
vania. On Saturdays and Sundays she ■ 
journeys to Central Park, where she 
tutors the squad of the Carroll Club 
of New York, a club of business girls 
who can only play at this time. 

"Miss McLean called attention to the 
fact that three of her Carroll Club girls 
made the All-Xew York team which 
faced the Ai>- Philadelphia on Wednes- 
day. Two girls whom she coached at 
Camp Tegawitha are also members 
of the Xew York team. 

Kitty McLean herself is known as 
one of the thoughtful players of the 
game. Her stickwork is excellent and 
added to that is a control of the ball 
and a fine appreciation of the game 
as it should be played. So one can 
understand why she has seven United 
States shields to her credit and has the 
distinction oi traveling more miles in 
quest of hockey game-, than any other 
hockey player in America. 

In addition to ail this coaching. >h< 
has found time to import from Kng- 
land sticks, blazers and hockey equip- 
ment for her own pupils and for other 
school and college teams in this part 
of the country. Her brother, Henry 
1. McLean, lives in Wynncwood.

Theremin, Demonstrated at M. L. Orchestra 
Concert by Mrs. Thayer, Has Wide Tone Range 



Mrs. John 15. Thayer, whose dem- 
ontration of the electric Theremin at 
the concert of the Main Line Orches- 
tra on Sunday evening received an 
enthusiastic ovation, has been intrigued 
by this marvelous new instrument since 
it first became known to the world. 

Over two years ago Mrs. Thayer 
was in Washington when quite by 
accident she heard that its inventor 
was in that city. She went with a 
friend to the small studio where Leon 
Theremin gave a demonstration of the 
instrument. Her interest was so great 
that she obtained a promise from the 
Russian professor, with whom she con- 
versed in French, of the first instru- 
ment to be manufactured for sale. 

About a year later Mrs. Thayer again 
saw Professor Theremin at the radio 
show in New York and bought the in- 
strument lie had used there for dem- 
onstration purposes. She has received 
instruction on it from Professor There- 
min himself and from one of his fore- 
most pupils. 

My curiosity having been aroused at 
the concert by this unique instrument, 
1 had the pleasure of examining it and 
hearing some more playing on it by 
Mrs. Thayer in her home on Monday. 
First the layman listener was intro- 
duced to the scale as played on the 
Theremin. The tone range of the in- 
strument is very great, playing high 
or low notes with equal case. 

It should he remembered that the 
"playing" is all done by simply mov- 
ing the hands: there is no keyboard 
or other material agency. As a lis- 
tener behind me at the concert re- 
marked, "It's uncanny," and it is. 

Movement of the right hand towards 
one antenna controls the pitch and of 
the left hand toward the other antenna 
controls the volume. Moving the right 
hand toward the antenna increases the 
pitch of the tone, while moving the left 
hand away from the other antenna in- 
creases the volume. A movement of 
any person within a few feet of the 
instrument will vary the pitch of the 
tone since the electrical field extends 
about the instrument. When the in- 
terior of the Theremin is exposed to 
view, it resembles roughly a radio with 
several tubes and coils. It is plugged 
in to an ordinary electric light socket 
and operated on alternating current. 
A regulation radio loud speaker is used 
for amplification. 

It struck me that the instrument it 
most resembles in tone is the viola, 
the somewhat melancholy stringed in- 
strument of the orchestra and string 
quartet whose range is between that of 
the violin and the 'cello. 

As though to show me that my sup- 
position of the natural range of the 
Theremin being restricted to the viola 
was all wrong, Mrs. Thayer proceeded 
to play Saint-Saens' "Lc Cyuge" as a 
violin would do it and then "Liebes- 
traum" with a 'cello tone. By this 
time 1 was thoroughly convinced of 
the adaptability of the instrument. 

Despite the assertion of Leopold 
Stokowski that the Theremin presents 
no great technical difficulties in play- 
ing, anyone who tries it, as I did, will 
soon realize there are plenty. I as- 
sumed the proper position in front of 
the instrument with hands extended 
near the antenna and proceeded to 
move them as I had seen Mrs. Thayer 
do, but instead of any recognizable 
time all I succeeded in producing was 
a series of discordant noises. 

"It is difficult to play." Mrs. Thayer 
said, which cheered me immensely, 
"and one has to have an almost per- 
fect musical ear because there is no 
other means of checking up on the re- 
sults." That accounts for my disas- 
trous attempt, I said to myself, since 
I have never been credited with a musi- 
cal ear. 



"The Theremin reflects the person- 
ality of the performer more than any 
instrument that I know," said Mrs. 
Thayer, "since it is so sensitive. If 
yon are feeling fine the instrument re- 
flects your well being. It is really 
marvelous." — (By R. M. C. )
